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Engineering  Flrosh  Riot 

Breaks  Glass 


A veritable  sea  of  yellow  and 
blue,  with  the  occasional  purple 
highlight,  flooded  the  Ontario 
parliament  buildings,  as  hundreds  of 
University  of  Toronto  Engineering 
students  rallied  in  protest  against 
raising  fees.  Over  six  hundred  first 
year  students,  referred  to  as  flrosh.  had 
gathered  on  campus  that  morning  for 
orientation  events.  The  flrosh  were 
lead  by  roughly  one  hundred-fifty 
upper  classmates. 

An  eye-witness  was  found 
hiding  in  a dumpster.  When 
questioned  by  a Toike  reporter,  the 
individual  was  reluctant  to  respond  at 
first,  but  eventually  the  following 
conversation  took  place: 

witness-" Are  they  gone?” 
reporter-"  Who?” 
wt7«e.s.s-“Those...  engineers! 
They  are  so  unprofessional!” 

reporter-"En...  ya,  they’re  gone. 
Can  you  tell  me  what  happened  here?” 
witness-“Yes,  1 ...  I think  so. 
Those  flrosh  leaders,  they  corrupted 
those  fine  students!  First  they  taught 
them  songs  and  cheers,  then  games! 
All  they  talked  about  was  having  fun 
at  University,  oh  the  thought  of  it 


makes  my  mustache  itch!  Then  they 
filled  their  heads  with  propaganda.” 
reporter-"  What  kind  of 
propaganda?” 

whne.v.v-'They  told  them  that  as 
students  at  U.  of  T.  they  should 
demand  the  best.  That  the  faculty  must 
work  for  them ; for  their  education, 
because  that’s  what  they  are  paying 
for.  What  nonsense!  It  is 
misinformation  like  that  that  causes  a 
rift  between  faculty  and  student's.” 
reporter"  Err...,  right.  What-” 
w;7nes^-“Then,  that  mob  of 
thousands  started  yelling  about  over- 
inflated tuition.  They  broke  my 
glasses  as  they  rioted,  chanting  ‘Can 


Bob  come  out  and  play?’  and  "3000 
bucks  for  tuition  sucks!'.  I tell  you, 
next  year  the  faculty  should  run 
orientation  altogether!  There  would 
be  no  ounce  of  pleasure  mixed  with 
this  institution’s  business  then!” 

The  tuition  costs  the  angry 
students  were  protesting  have  been 
increasing  steadily  for  the  last  decade, 
but  this  last  increase  has  been  called 
“an  unprecedented  jump”  by  one  of 
the  protesters.  This  year’s  fees  for 
undergraduate  engineering  at  U.  of  T. 
total  $3031.38  for  returning  students; 
$302 1 .38  for  first-years.  Experts  say 
that  these  figures  will  continue  to  grow 
50%  over  the  next  four  years. 


One  of  the  flrosh  at  the  rally, 
wishing  to  be  know  only  as  “Joey”, 
commented  that  the  event  was 
“unreal”.  “Those  NDP  guys  didn't 
have  a clue  what  hit'em”,  he  said. 
When  asked  what  the  likely  response 
of  the  government  would  be,  he  just 
shrugged.  “They’ll  say  we  got  OSAP. 
so  quit  whining.  But  most  of  the 
people  getting  OSAP  don’t  need  it,  an’ 
those  of  us  who  do  need  it  lose  out.” 
Joey  was  reluctant  to  speak 
further,  but  he  did  become  very  angr> 
at  the  suggestion  of  his  own  faculty 
taking  action  against  the  rioters.  " Wh) 
would  they?  They  are  supposed  to  be 
on  our  side!  You  know,  educatior 
first?  We’d  lose  it  totally  if  they  tumeo 
on  us  now!  Fuck  that,  no  one  woult 
be  that  stupid!” 

The  actual  results  of  the  protest 
are  as  yet  unclear.  Students  are  hoping 
their  message  was  received  and  nc 
further  education  cuts  will  be  made 
The  U.  of  T.  Engineering  Society  hat 
no  comment  at  this  time,  and  refusec 
to  respond  to  charges  that  the) 
intentionally  started  the  riot.

There  are  three  matters  I 


want  to  raise  specifically 
and  ask  for  your  co- 
operation. 

1.  Security  and  Safety

consequence  of  financial 
support  from  the 
governments  of  Ontario  and 
Canada,  alumni,  and,  of 
course,  yourselves  both 
through  tuition  fees  and  the 
special  levy.  Please  respect 
all  these  facilities  and,  in 
particular,  don’t  com- 
promise security  by  leaving 
doors  propped  open  when 
they  should  be  locked  shut. 
Providing  opportunities  for 
intruders  to  enter  not  only 
encourages  damage  and 
theft,  but  also  jeopardizes 
personalsafety. 

2.  Equity  Issues 

I want  to  remind  you  that 
Federal  and  Ontario  law 
prohibits  discrimination 
among  individuals  on  the 
basis  of  gender,  racial  or 
ethnic  origin,  ancestry, 
creed  or  disability.In  alarge 
community  such  as  5kule™ 
we  have  to  consciously 
promote  a sense  of 
inclusion  and  mutual 
respect  among  all  members 
regardless  of  gender, 
ethnic  background  or 
sexual  orientation.  Attitudes 
and  behaviour  may  be 
ingrained  but  they  can 
change.  I encourage  all  of 


you  to  show  appropriate 
respect  for  you  colleagues . 
In  this  way,  we  can  build 
upon  those  personal 
qualities  which  make  for  fine 
students  and  citizens. 

3.  Computer  Facilities 

The  computer  facilities 
provided  by  the  Faculty  and 
its  Departments  are 
intended  for  academic 
purposes  only.  And  feeds 
through  Internet  or  other 
networks  which  are  not 
directly  supportive  of  you 
academic  work  are  “off- 
limits"  and  have  no  place  in 
the  classroom  or  computing 
lab.  The  Director  and  staff 
of  the  Engineering 
Computing  Facility  are 
authorized  to  deny  access 
to  any  students  who  abuse 
this  policy.  In  this  context  I 
call  your  attention  to  the 
Notice  of  Offence  else- 
where in  this  paper  and 
recommend  that  you  be 
familiar  with  all  sections  of 
the  Code  of  Student 
Conduct. 

The  above  three  matters 
are  important  to  us  all  in 
building  a stronger  sense  of 
community  within  which  the 
teaching  and  learning  that 
we  are  all  here  to 
accomplish  will  take  place 
in  a positive  and  con- 
structive environment.

NOTICE  OF  OFFENCE 

On  (lie  recommendation  ol  Ihe  Discipline  Appeals  Board,  I am  publishing  Ihe  following  Notice  of 
Ollence  and  Ihe  sanctions  imposed: 


0 5 (a)  No  person  shall  knowingly  use  any  facility,  equipment  or  service  of  Ihe  University  of 
Toronto  contrary  lo  Ihe  expressed  inslmclion  of  a person  or  persons  authorized  to  give 
such  Instruction,  or  without  just  cause. 

0.5  (h)  No  person  shall  knowingly  gain  access  to  or  use  any  University  computing  or  Inter- 
nal or  external  communications  lacilily  to  which  legitimate  authorization  has  not  been  grant- 
ed. No  person  shall  use  such  facility  lor  any  commercial,  disruptive  or  unauthorized  purpose. 


Bolh  students  had  helped  lo  install  and  maintain  an  FSP  service  which  was  nol  an  authorized 
use  ol  Ihe  'ugsparc'  computet  system  within  the  Department  of  Electrical  and  Computer 
Engineering.  In  addition,  bolh  sludonts  knew  that  University  computers  should  not  be  used  to 
copy  copyright  protected  software,  and  that  they  were  nol  to  use  another  person's  account. 

The  investigating  Olficer  concluded  that  both(students  knew  Ihe  FSP  server  was  being  used 
Internationally  through  Internet  to  upload  and  download  software,  some  of  which  was  copyright- 
ed. Although  neither  student  obtained  personal  financial  gain,  they  permitted  at  least  two  com- 
puter systems  within  Ihe  University  ol  Toronto  to  be  used  In  an  unauthorized  manner  and  made  It 
possible  for  others  to  oblain  commercial  software  without  Ihe  requited  payments  lo  owners. 


1)  A formal  wrilton  reprimand  lo  be  placed  in  their  files  until  they  giaduato;  and 

2)  Suspension  from  Ihn  Faculty  for  ihe  months  of  May  and  June  1994.  Accordingly.  Ihe  earliest 
date  for  receiving  their  Bacholor  ol  Applied  Science  degree  would  be  at  Iho  fall  convocation. 

Upton  appeal  ol  these  sanctions,  Ihe  Discipline  Appeals  Board  saw  no  power  In  Ihe  Code  ol 
Student  Conduct  to  impose  Iho  first  sanction,  and  quashed  It  The  Board  quashed  Ihe  suspen- 
sion for  Iho  months  ol  May  and  June  1994,  and  replaced  It  with  a denial  ol  any  service  or  activity 
to  either  ol  Ihe  students  ol  the  University  ol  Toronto  that  would  result  in  their  acquiring  a gradua- 
tion diploma  before  July  t.  1994.  This  sanction  was  Imposed  pursuant  to  Section  B 5 of  the  Code 

The  Board  affirmed  the  Hearing  Officer's  decision  to  recommend  publication  of  Ihe  nature  ol  the 
ollences  and  Iho  sanctions  in  campus  newspapers,  with  Ihe  students’  names  withheld.
